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CMA ORGANIZES TRAVELING EXHIBITION OF ITS 
RARELY SHOWN MASTERPIECES ON PAPER 
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Master Drawings from the Cleveland Museum of Art

Until now, since the CMA opened in 1916, its important drawings 
collection has never been the focus of a major traveling exhibition. Like 
all museums, the CMA keeps its works on paper in storage and limits 
their exhibition time because overexposure to light can be damaging. 
This will be the first time, therefore, that even the Cleveland community 
has seen highlights of the drawings collection together in the museum’s 
main exhibition gallery. This new exhibition, with some of the CMA’s 
most significant treasures, may be viewed in New York City and Ottawa, 
Ontario (Canada) after the Cleveland showing. 

120 of the finest European and American drawings have been chosen 
from CMA’s choice collection of around 2,300, most of which were 
sought after and purchased by the museum’s curatorial staff. Selected for 
their exceptional quality, the works in this show range in date from the 
14 th century to 1965. The exhibition encompasses all drawing and 
watercolor media, including ink, chalk, charcoal, crayon, and graphite. 

Names dominating Western art history — Raphael, Michelangelo, Diirer, 
Ingres, Degas, Goya, Turner, Copley, Homer, Cassatt, Picasso, and 
Matisse — are among the more than 100 artists represented. CMA’s 
collection has especially important works by French artists of the 1 8 th 
and 19 th centuries and by 16 ,h -century Italian artists; its Michelangelo 
drawing of a nude male, for example, a study for the Sistine Chapel 
ceiling, is one of the few works by the artist in the United States. 

National City is the exhibition’s international sponsor. Research 
initiatives related to the exhibition are made possible by the Getty Grant 
Program through a major grant in support of a forthcoming catalogue of 
the museum’s European drawings. 

The exhibition is co-curated by Diane De Grazia, The Clara T. Rankin 
Chief Curator and curator of paintings and drawings; and Carter Foster, 
associate curator of drawings. 
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A fully illustrated catalogue will accompany the exhibition. It will 
include an introduction on the history of the collection by Diane De 
Grazia. Entries will be written by De Grazia, Foster, and the following 
affiliated with the CMA collection: Henry Adams, curator of American 
paintings; Jane Glaubinger, curator of prints; William H. Robinson, 
associate curator of paintings; Sabine Kretzschmar, former assistant 
curator of prints; Shelley Langdale, assistant curator of prints; and 
Jeannine O’Grody and Stanton Thomas, both former interns for 
drawings. 

Admission to the Cleveland showing is free.
